5,000 Visit Funeral 
Home For Joint Rites

With four flower-laden end-to-end caskets angled in a 
slight seminar circle in the J.W. Ross Funeral Home-Tuesday, 
hundreds of Columbus people inched their way through the 
chapel to yiew the remains of the victims of the city’s most 
heart-sickening tragedy. 

The deceased included Elder Paul R. Byrd, his wite, 
Elder Sarah M. Byrd, and their two daughters, Mamie Ann 
Byrd and Paula R. Underwood. 

The three women, all died of gunshot wounds in St. An- 
thony Hospital last Thursday afternoon. Elder Byrd expired 
the following day in Grant Hospital from a bullet would in the

Elder Byrd, according to police account of events 
leading up. to the. city’s worse such tragedy, induced the 
women to come to his home to “discuss family problems,” 
then show them: Afterward, he reportedly fired a bullet into 
his head.

An Eastside women, whose 
apartment is: “normally” 
plagued with rats, roaches 
and no heat, was recently 
beset with an additional 
problem when part of the 
ceiling in her bedroom fell on 
her. 

Betty Jordan, 160 S. 17th 
St,, lives on the first floor of a 
three-story apartment. She 
was -in--her~ bedroom late 
Tuesday afternoon, April 17, 
when she noticed water 


Gripping through the ceiling. 


Miss Jordan said she was 
about to leave the room to 
telephone her mother when 
the Ceiling fell on her head. 
~ Apparently, she-said, parts 
of the old plaster ceiling had 
fallen” through “her 
suspended ceiling which her 
landlord, John Stead, placed 
over the old ceiling 
month. 


"Miss Jordan added that this 


is the second time in the last 
two months that a ceiling in 
her apartment has fallen. 
“Now | sleep in* the sliving 
room; | can't sleep in the bed- 
room,” she said. 
Aletta*Moody, who liveson 


the second floor of the 
building, had similar ~ 
complaints. 


Not only are parts of her 
ceiling falling, she said, but 
her floors, directly above 
Miss Jordan's apartment, are 
also weak. Her walking on 
them-causes-bits-of plaster to 
fall from Miss Jordan's 
ceilings. 

Both Miss Jordan and Miss 
Moody said the heating 
system in the building 
doesn't work, and that most 
of the winter they had to use 
their ovens to heat their 
apartments. 

Miss Moody added that she 
fo longer has a stove; a gas 
leak recently caused it to 
blow up. Now she has 
nothing to cook on as well as 
no heat. With the absence of 
heat, she said, her baby is 
catching a cold. Miss Jordan 
said she is developing 
bronchitis. 

Miss Jordan said she has 
repeatedly tried to contact 
Mr. Stead, at his office, 6810 
E. Main, Whitestead, Inc., 
about making repairs, “But 
whenever | call, his secretary 
says he's out of town,” she 
explained. 

She said she had con- 
sidered not paying her rent, 
$85 a month, until her 
landlord makes the necessary 
repairs. “He wouldn't care if | 
didn't,”.she said, adding that 
he is already two and a half 
months behind on collecting 
the rents. 

Stead, interviewed in his 
office by telephone, said “We 
have every intention of cor- 
recting the problem (of Miss 
Jordan's ceiling). We'll have 
her ceiling fixed before the 
week is out.’ He added, “It 
seems that whenever we 
come to collect the. rent, 
these problems come up.” 

Stéad explained he bought 
the. building on S. 17th St. 
approximately three and a 
half years ago. At that time it

He 
added that he knew about the 
apartment's faulty heating 
system, but fixing it. would 
require shutting off heat in 
the building for.a week while 
contractors replaced old hot 
water pipes. 

He said he was first 
informed of the first ceiling 
cave-in last month when he 
visited Miss Jordan on April 
10 to collect her rent. At that 
time,-he said, she gave -him 
only $20 of her $85 rent. He 


added that he couldn't Under-~ 


stand how the 


tenants 
expected him to repair 
damages without money, 


most of which comes from 
rent payments, nor can he 
understand tenants not 
paying _their.rent..on time. 
“We pay.for utilities,” he said: 

“All those :people were 
instructed to mai} their rent-to 
me,” he said, “but | have ‘to 
collect it (in person). He 
added that he is “more than a 
little disillusioned” with his 
apartment. 

Meanwhile, Miss Jordan 
said she does not believe her 
landlord will have her ceiling 
fixed In a week, adding that 
he had allowed the other 


damages to go unrepaired for » 


a year. 

“| would sue him,” said 
Miss~ Jordan, “but | don't 
know what the procedures 
are.” 

According to Fred Lappert, 
supervisor -of housing code 
enforcement, Division ‘of 
Housing, a building inspector 
can be sent to Miss Jordan's 
apartment to check for 
building code violations if 
she called the Divisior. 
Criminal action can be taken 
against the landlord if he 
doesn't repair the damages in 
a specified amount of time. 


“The amount of time 
allowed depends on the 
number of repairs,” said 


Lappert. “If a guy has many 
housing violations on his 
property, fixing them may 
take weeks or months.” 

Lappert added that Miss 
Jordan could take civil act! 
against her landlord if she 
suffered physically from the 
ceiling’s falling on her head.

“We must take Africa, 
regain it, and use it for us,” 
he declared. “Your home is 


gigantic, you can put 
America in it and lose. 
America in the Sahara 


Desert— in YOUR house. Your 
house “is beautiful. In the 
Northeast corner runs the 
Nile River. . Africa is your 
house and it is big and righ.” 

He said the problem of 
landiessness is shared with 
African people not only in 
America,but all over the

strangling Africans in this 
country is capitalism, he said. 
Carmichael! denounced capi- 
talism as vicious, backwards, 
disgusting, barbaric and anti- 
human. 


In America, he said, money 


occupies the center stage, 
the sole motivating force is 
money. The capitalist's aim is 
to “get money, get money, 
get money by any means nec- 
essary." Money gives indivi- 
dual stimulus, he continued, 
Pointing to the rape and 
plunder of Africa as proof. 

“In Africa, man is the 
center of the stage. America 
is suffering from a Franken- 
stein complex; she printed a 
piece of paper and made it a 
God.” 

Those who.labor do not 
@njoy the fruits of his labor; 
in fact, the fruits are enjoyed 
by those who do not labor, 
Carmichael lamented. 

“America is going to fail; it 
is inevitable,” he prophesied. 

He said nothing can stop 
the rising consciousness of a 
people. ‘‘No, Nixon, don't 
freeze wages and prices 
freeze capitalism,” he 
thundered. 

“Toilet -paper 
thinner and the price is going 
he quipped. 

He insisted capitalism is a 
negative’ fotce centered on 
profit‘and scientific socialism 
is a positive force, with man's 
development foremost in its 
planning. 

The third problem —Car- 
michael focused on_ that 
Plagues. Africans is racism. 
Racism is a question of 
power: which race has the 
power to. inflict injustices and 
injury upon another, he said. 

Blacks must unite through- 
out the world and protect 
@ath other from racism, he 
warned, 

The guiding ideology of the 
newly organized All African 
Peoples’ Revolutionary Party 
is Nkrumahism, he explained. 
Nkrumahism is based on 
three ideas: interpretating 
African history correctly; ac- 
centuating the positive and 
excluding the negative; and- 
implementing scientific 
socialism. 

He quoted Nirumah who 
said that revolutions are 
made~by~men-who think as 
men of action and act as men 
of thought. . 

“If history is incorrectly 
interpreted, a people will be 
demobilized; if it is correctly 
interpreted, a people will be 


inspired,’’ Carmichael in- 
formed the captivated 
listeners. 


“The All African—-Peoples 
Revolutionary Party is about 
organizing cadres, not the 
masses. It is propagandizing 
among the masses, fertilizing 
the masses .. . we know we 
will win, he proclaimed. We 
are not impatient, and we 
know victory will not come 
over night,” said Carmichael. 

“If they kill me tomorrow, 
we will win. Nothing can stop 
a politically conscious 


people. The Vietnamese 
proved that:” 
Carmichael moved “to a 


quick discussion ‘of a few 
major international and 
domestic issues and defined 
them in relation to the objec- 
tive, Pan Africanism, and the 
ideology, Nkrumahism; of the 
new Revolutionary Party. 

“Lam happy the. Viet- 
namese __ defeated this 
country. African. people 
around the world are going to 
win even if they don’t want to. 
Look at how the African 
people in America helped the 
Vietnamese defeat this 
country,” he said. 

Carmichael supported this 
claim by pointing to the black 
people who. led the peace 
movement in the early sixties 
before it became. a fashion- 
abje protest. 

“The peace movement 
blacks started in this country 
helped the Vietnamese be- 
cause it divided the country 
internally and a. country 
divided internally cannot fight 
externally,” he claimed. 

Carmichael summed up the 
Middie East War by indi- 
cating that Israel is an illegal, 
immoral, and Unjust state that 
took land that belongs to the 
Palestinian people. 

He condemned blacks in 
this country who support 
Zionism because he said 
Israel is attacking Egypt and 

is'in the homeland of 
black people. 

Commenting on the con- 
flict between the indigenous 
Americans and the U.S. 
government at’ Wounded 
Knee, 
serious revolutionist would 
have to support the Indians 
because this land is theirs. 
For this "reason, he disagrees 
with blacks who believe they 
should concentrate on 
securing land in this country.

Saturday Review .. Who was the first Negro 
pitcher signed in the major leagues? No, he wasn't 
Don Newcombe or Satchel Paige. We were called on 
the telephone last week, concerning that all important 
question. We wanted to be sure we were right and 
looked up a chapter in Doc Young's book called 
“Great Negro Baseball Stars." 


Hurrying ~ through the 
pages, we finally found name 
of the first Negro hurler to 
throw his hard ball in the 
majofs. So | picked up the 
telephone and told the caller, 
Dan Bankhead, was the first 
Negro pitcher to throw from a 
major league mound. The 
catler was satistied and 
thanked us for our concern 
and interest. The one thing 
he didn't know however, was, 
we thought Don Newcombe 
or Satchell Paige was the first 
Negro to toe the old mound. 

- One never knows about such 
things .... Does he? 

Dan was purchased from 
the Memphis Red Sox a 
Negro American League 
team, in August,.1947, Brancr 
Rickey the first -man to sign ¢ 
Negro pitcher in the major 
leagues. So Bankhead joined 
Jackie, 

Bankhead had been 
scouted by George Sister, the 
forme? star first baseman. and 
slugger for the old St. Louis 
Browns, who forwarded a 
telegram to Rickey. -¢ 

Rickey, stated, that 
Bankhead's problem was 
even’ greater than Jackie 
Robinson's ... All eyes were 
on Bankhead. The first Negro 
hurler was 6-1 ‘and session 
195° pounds: 

Tne night Rickey saw. 
Bankhead in action, he saw 
the tall Negro, strike out 16 
Black Barons, a good team 
from Birmingham, Ala. The 
Bankhead family was all 
baseball.. The. father, a first 
baseman, starred in the 
Cotton Belt. Sam Bankhead, 
the oldest boy played short- 
stop for the Homestead 
Grays, one of the best Negro 
teams of all time. 

Fred, pitched for the 
Memphis Red Sox, Joe was a 
pitcher who also played 
basketball: and Garnett, the 
youngest was a catcher. 
There they were all five and 
all were darn good baseball 
players. 

The big day for Dan, came. 
on August 28, 1947. He made 
his debut as a relief pitcher 
against the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. Dan didn't do very 
well. On that day, the Pirates 
clouted Dan for ten hits and 
eight runs, he was throwing 
wildly and had to groove the 
ball. The Pirates just waited 
on the pitch and slammed it 
with a vengence. 

The’ young man was 
nervous and the fans were 
turning in their seats. They 
weren't sure what the out- 
come was going to lead up 
to, when Dan hit outfielder 
Wally Westlake. Everyone in 
the ball park held their 
breath. it was a tense 
moment. Nothing happened.

depression forced cancellation of the Ohio Relays in 1931 
and they were not resumed again until the above date: 

A small crowd was on hand to see the Relays, in spite of 
the fact there were a record of 31 college and university 
division entries, 21 high ‘schools, 16 track clubs, 16 junior 
high schools and a large number of runners competing on an 
unattached basis. 

One of the reasons we believe the crowd was small 
because there wasn't any national known trackster on the 
card: Some members of Bowling Green State University track 
team were present but Dave Wottle, Bowling Green's popular 
Olympic Gold Medal winner, went to the Kansas Relay. 

Wottle lost to Leonard Hilton of the Houston Striders at 
Kansas. Hilton surprised the Olympic champion when he tur- 
ned on the speed in the last one-half lap to run the world's 
fastest amateur mile this year in 4:01.9. Wottle finished 
second with a time of 4:02.5. 

Some of the outstanding NCAA champions at the Ohio 
Relay were Scott Wallick, Miami, 1971 indoor pole. vault 
champion; Larry Burton, Purdue, 1972 outdoor 20 meter 
champion; Rick Doswell, Ohio University, 1972 outdoor 
javelin champion. Burton was the 1973 Big Ten Indoor 60 
yard dash champion. 

There were several Ohio Relay records broken Saturday 
in both the college and high schoo! divisions, Charles Burge 
of Dayton Dunbar broke the old 100 yard dash record of 9.7 
set by Walt Henderson of Canton McKinley in 1968 when he 
ran the century in 9.5. Willy Beard of Dunbar was third in the 
100 with a 9.9, giving the Wolverines two men under 10 
seconds, 

Burge came back later to anchor Dunbar to a record- 
setting 440-yard relay time of 43.9, The Wolverines broke the 
old record of 44.5 set by Maple Heights High School in 1971.

Tom Byers of Columbus North set a high school record 
when he ran the mile in 4:18.1. Terry Mounts of Marion- 
Franklin set the old record of 4:30.5 last year in the Ohio 
Relays.

DiMarzio, Dave Lichtenheld .and-Larry-Burton_smashed_the — 


880-yard relay record in 1:25, one second under the old 
record. This samé team missed the 440 record of 40.8 when 
they ran it in 40.9. 

Eastem’ Michigan= track teamwon~ the: distance -mediey 
relay, 480-yard shuttle hurdle relay and Stan Vanson of 
Eastern Michigan set a new meet record in the 440-yard run 
with at time of 47.1. 

Columbus East made a good showing in two relays. The 
Tigers won the mile relay with a time of 3:27.2.and finished 
second in the two mile relay behind John Marshall of 
Cleveland in 8:07.8.

Jackson. teamed .with the following 
members in torpedoing the House 
Passed measure: Robert O'Shaugh- 
nessy, (D-Columbus), Pau! Matia (R- 
Westlake), Anthony Novak, (D-Cleve 
land), Thomas Van Meter (R-Ashiand) 
and_Anice_Johnson (R-Aurora). 

Under joint rules of the Senate and 
the House, a motion to reconsider 4 
defeated measure must be presented by 
& member who voted with the prevailing 
side of the measure. And, while either 
of the. six are eligible to move for 
reconsideration of the vote on ERA; 
Sponsors, feel that Jackson, perhaps 
because he is a black minority, will be 
more sympathetic to their cause. 

Janet Burnside, working with the 
national group for ratification of ERA, 
said that since only one of the nine 
black House members voted for the 
measure, her group was quite surprised 
by. Jackson’s vote against them. 

And while she has been Unable to 
learn why he went against them, they 
still+plan to ask him to initiate a 
feconsideration movement within his 
committee. Mrs. Burnside said a

All over the nation, special groups 
are howling about the dire disaster that 
threatens this nation and, especially the 
Black people, 

Everybody with some personal in- 
terest in a special program is crying out 
in anguish at the proposed cutbacks in 
government spending. 

All of this calamity spreading, gives 
the impression that all Negroes get up 
every moming conniving as to how 
much relief they can get that day. 

Two white political authors, Richard 
Scamon and, Ben J. Wallenberg, have 
recently charged that liberals and civil 
rights leaders are deliberately down- 
playing the progress Blacks have made 
during the past decade .in order to keep 
federal dollars flowing in the direction 
of projects in which they are interested. 

The two authors claim that more than 
half of the country’s Black population 
are now members of the middie class. 
Their observations are based on data 
collected from the U.S, Census 
Bureau's 1970 count and other surveys. 

They contend that the average family 
income of Negroes is now approxi- 
mately $8,000 a year, This is slightly 
over what Federal Reserve Board of- 
ficials ‘estimate. . 

As | see it, taking the emotionali 
out of the equation, there isn't-nearly- 
as much fire as there is smoke in all of 
these protests. ;

This new prosperity is not limited to 

_ professionals, athletes and actors. 
Skilled laborers are also riding the 
wave of big earnings. In the Cleveland 
public schools, janitors are making 
more then some teachers, 

Now, it is true, that not every Negro is 
‘sharing equitably in these. high ear- : 
nings. Negro inconte, despite its rapid 
increase, is still below the average for 
white families. it will be some time 
before we ever get’close to the white 
average. The reason for this is, we don't 
have enough Negro-owned businesses © 
inthe big--business class. In fact; we - 

don't have any. 

We have three insurance companies 
with assets over $1 billion, but, in com- 
Parison with the average white insur- 


all_kinds of programs for helping the—ance. company, ours. are very small. - 


poor and disadvantaged. 

At the same time, the doors of em- 
Ployment for Negroes have opened for 
most who are prepared. Today, there is 
a shortage pf qualified Negroes for the 
job opportunities open for them. 
Recruiters are swarming over college 
campuses seeking talent. Perhaps the 
hardest hit in this shortage of com- 
petent help, is Negro business. 

This is becausé' white - business, 

“anxious to at least have tokenism, are 
out bidding Negro employers for talent. 
Since, historically, Negro employers are 
the point of beginning for training of 
Black workers, the quality of job 
recruits:-today is so substandard, a 
crisis of sorts -is developing. 

Despite all the training programs, the 
number of promising trainees is so 
small, that there is a real shortage of 
help available to Negro business today. 

Yes, we are making great progress in 
new jobs for those who are trained or 
Nave saleable skills, such as those in 
the sports worid. The truth is, Negroés 
with any talent in any sports, can 
almost name their salaries. Million

Assuming that President Nixon has 
no intention of attempting to change the 
Constitution so as to permit himself a 
third term, he has nothing to lose by 
throwing to the wolves those 
underlings in his administration 
responsible for “getting caught" in the 
Watergate scandal.

Hardy and his group can't really solve a 
black problem now or ever.

| Cannot delieve that in this period of 
time there have not been any blacks 
within the sport who Possessed 
managerial capabilities. The reasons 
for their absence must therefore. lie in 
other directions. | suspect that at least 
Partof ihe explanation is tobe-found 
imthe way the sports establishment has 
traditionally seen the black athlete, not 
so much & man, as a machine. 

Not too many years ago, the highest 
accolade that could be paid a black 


. athlete by white fans and sportswriters 


was that “he is a credit to his race.” . 
This, meant essentially that the athlete 
WS 9000 al what he did; he did not 
coricern himself with social issues, and 
it he had any human weaknesses, he at 
least Nad the good sense not to display 
‘them too-.eften in public. 

We dont hear much of this anymore, 
but there fs still a reluctance to accept 


the black athlete .on any. intellectual. 
* basis. Thinking athletes are in a sense, 


dangerous. They can’t be pushed too 
far, they are liable to question the 
decisions reached by management, and 
of course, they.may decide that there is. 
more io Jife than playing games. This 
upsets some people who think athletes 
shoulg be the strong, silent type. 

For several years after Robinson-put 
on a Dodgers’ uniform, he was under 
orders to keep quiet on and off the 
field. Later when the tensions had 
eased to some degree, the restrictions 
were remMoved.and-Jackie was able to 
feveal his true competitive and ag- 
gressive nature.

Robeson’s Belated 


Paul “Robeson Sr isnow being 
recognized and honored by many black 
groups and organizations. which in his 
past years, disclaimed or ostracized 
him. im addition to this fact, we can 
imagine how the white community and 
the federal government completely 
silenced. the vociferous voice oft 
Robeson 

Who is. Robeson? This is a very 
Strange question to ask. in view of the 
fact that this giant of a man. this great 
prophet of freedom was known by every 
black person and white person. during 
the 50 sand in every part of the earth. 
He was known and honored in China, 
Europe Africa, he was respected 
mostly by Asians. Russians and many 
Europeans far more than he was in his 
own country. Robeson was an athlete, 
actor, singer and civil rights 
protagonist. the life of whom no one 
can equal. 

Although we honor Martin Luther 
King J:. as the great prophet of the civil 
rights moyement in the early 60's, Paul 
Robeson-was the lone black voice for 
freedom did jUstice for blacks in the 
late 46$.and 50's. 

He was a lone voice, because even 
the NAACP, Urban League and the 
black churches would not identify with 
this man. He was a threat to the U.S.

Increasingly, black athletes are 
saying they are no longer willing to do 
this. On the college campuses they are 
striking out against what they consider 
Prejudiced coaches and athletic depart- 
ments.

‘ of one team to sell him to another like a 
‘piece of furniture -and’thep walks away 
from a lucrative contr: because all 
the fun_has -gone out of the game.

Truman issued the executive order to 
end segregation in the armed forces, 

Robeson was the most feared black 
man in America. He was accused of 
being a.Communist. This was during 
the period of the McCarthy era. He was 
denied visas and passports to Russia 
and any other country outside the 
United States. The U.S. Government 
feared Robeson because of his 
Popularity among the Russians,, 
Africans and Chinese. 


They feared him because of his frank- 
ness in telling the truth about the 
conditions of biack People in the 
United States. During this same period 
the U.S. Government was also fearful of 
another great black man, W.E.B. 
DuBois. This government also denied 
Passport privileges to DuBois for the 
Same reasons they denied this privi lege 
to Robeson. 


The first time | met Robeson was at 
his son's home. | visited Paul Robeson 
dr: in- Harlem: Paul Introduced me to his 
father. Robeson, senior was a giant of a 
man. His voice and intellect were 
indicative of a man who was resolute in 
his determination that black people 
must be free. His intellect was even 
Sharper than a Martin Luther King; his 
militancy even’ a Stronger and more 
dangerous one than Malcolm X. 


| was attending college at the time 
that Robeson was terrifying white 
racists in this country. He was 

terrifying” person ‘to white society, 
because he had become the symbol of 
unity of all oppressed people in the 
world - and not just only in the United 
States. He was regarded just as 
respectfully as a Gandhi: Children, 
adults all gathered in throngs to greet 
this man wherever he appeared. 


What is so ironic, however, is that 
now that he is 75 years of age and in 
poor health many of the organizations 
which Previously ostracized him or 
would not want to be identified with 
him are now honoring him 


During the time that Robeson was 
being attacked by the federal 
government and ostracized by many 
organizations of the black community, 
his own Alma Mater, Rutgers University, 
removed all of the medals. that he had 
won as an athlete for that University. 
Now, we understand, those medals 
have been returned to the showcases" 


and Rutgers is now honoring him, How.

Dr. Theodore Bedkman; the noted 
authority on credit, uses this simple 
formula to convert the nominal annual 
rate into. the effective annual rate: R 
equals r(2n) (n plus 1) 

This means that the actual rate (R) is 
equal to the stated of nominal rate (r) 
times the number of payments (n) mutti= 
plied by 2 and divided by the number of 
payments plus 1. 

Illustration: If a person borrows $120 
and pays back $10 per month for 12 
months and is charged $7.20 interest he 
may be told that he is pay a nominal, 
annual rate of 6 percent. If we 
substitute in the formula we multiply 6 
percent (nominal rate) by 24 (2x12) and 
dived the result )144) by 13. The effect 
tate is then found to be 11.08 percent.

's Social Security just for Senior 
Citizens? 

Not at all. Fifteen percent of the 28.4 
million. people who receive monthly 
benefits are under 22, according to 
William P. Barker, Area Director. Young 
people collect these checks for many 
different reasons. 

The children of retired, disabled, or 
deceased workers qualify while they 
are'under 18. For example, Kerry Lynn 
Solosky of Mayfield Heights had her 1st 
birthday in April. And she is just one of 
in_ Cuyahoga 
County who receive survivor benefits. 

Kerry, and other children like her, of- 
ten receive checks after 18 if they at- 
tend schoo! full time. Their eligibility as 
Students can continue up to 2 months 
after their 22nd birthday. 

And young people who are totally 
disabled before age 22 can also quality 
based on their parent's work record. Or, 
an_individual who is 24 or younger 
needs as little as 18 months work to 
qualify for disability based on their own 
earings. 

The latest changes in the law also ex- 
tend benefits to the dependent or adop- 
ted grandchild of a worker., Generally, 
the child's parents must be deceased or 
disabled at the time the grandparents 
began getting payments or died.

around; cars that go far beyond the 30- 
70 mile limit set by law. And the net 
result is the same, “Don't get caught 
doing it.” 

All of America’s tastes of travel are 
built around speed and more speed 
Where legislators should begin is not 
with seat belts but with the manu 
facturers to build cars that cannot go 
over 70 miles an hour.

The whole public psychology of car 
travel lies around speed. if there is a 
wreck and the driver is sober, the car 
went out of contro! or “he missed the 
‘road — speed, speed,: speed: but if 
there ‘is an odor of alcohol on his 
breath he was drunk, which is 
Passing the buck 

Our whole. education warns about 
speed inthe cars, the Saraces held 
around the land, the announced higher 
speed potential of new models — do we 
need seat belts = or do we need cars 
with limited speed? 

Yep, the seat belt laws will work out 
tind to increase arresis possibility. and 
income from.tines, but Jet-us- knock the 
real culprit in the head -= manufacturing 
high speed cars. 


For A State Lottery 


State Issue No. 1 ~— the Ohio 
amendment to create a state- 
Operated lottery, will be up for vote 
in the coming May 8 election. We 
are not impressed with the pious 
pleas of those who oppose a lottery 
on so-called moral grounds. 

Nor are we naive enough to 
Suggest that the operation of a 
legal lottery will displace illegal 
gambling in this or. future 
generations. The down to earth 
facts are that a large number of 
Americans, in every state, are ad- 
dicted to gambling, and they range _ 
from dime-a-day numbers players to 
affluent Bingo addicts who give 
church support or charitable 
Causes as their excuse. 

Presently, Ohioans. are. spending 
an estimated $15 million a year 
buying lottery tickets in other 
states. An Ohio lottery would raise ~ 
between $75-100 Million for much 
needed state services, and just 
might prevent an increase in state 
taxes, especially a contemplated 
increase in personal income taxes.
